Population Control 

The first full-scale international 
organization for the promotion of 
birth control was instituted re- 
cently in Bombay, India. This 
body includes delegates from 
14 different nations, representing 
other groups such as the Planned 
Parenthood Federation of the Unit- 
ed States, the Family Planning As- 
sociation of India and England, 
etc. Indian women leaders are en- 
thusiatic about the program and be- 
lieve that its literature and council 
work can be carried not only to 
the villages of India, but into all de- 
pressed impoverished areas of Asia. 
Regional offices are to be establish- 
ed in New York, London, Bombay, 
and in the Mediterranean, South 
Pacific and Latin American re- 
gions. One of the most important 
obstacles will be the opposition of 
the Roman Catholic Church, but 
since many of the most impover- 
ished, overcrowded areas are un- 
der Catholic control, it is believed 
that the desperate need of the peo- 
ple will win support in spite of cler- 
ical opposition, as has already 
proved true in Italy where many 
Catholic lay leaders have been 
cooperative. 

PUERTO RICO: A staggering 
population increase is Puerto Rico’s 
most serious problem as she at- 
tempts to move into the 20th cen- 
tury. Medical authorities there re- 
port that most babies are born in 
the home, for the hospitals must 
usually limit their care to first ba- 
bies, previous abnormal deliveries or 
sterilization for those women who 
have already borne many children 
and request it. Sterilization is bitter- 
ly opposed by the Catholic Church 
but it is legal, upon the mother’s re- 
quest, after a certain number of 
children have been born. The doc- 
tors in Puerto Rico state that the 
population problem must be attack- 
ed not only by Birth Control per se 
but also by improving general edu- 
cation and literacy which invariably 
affect the rate of population increase.

ECAUSE DEMOCRACY must depend on the inner or moral 

forces of men rather than the outer compulsion of kings or tyrants. 
it cannot maintain itself unless the inner or moral forces are clear and 
articulate. If these inner or moral forces become confused and debased 
or paralyzed with fear, the clear sweet voice of conscience within man is 
lost, and democracy begins to die. 

It is healthy and norn.u«l in a democracy for men to contest over 
who shall lead them, to disagree on the interpretation of law, to dispute 
the rights of property, wages and profits, and a thousand other things. as 
long as the inner or moral concepts are kept clear, honest, undefiled. 
But when men, in their political or economic disputes, begin to disregard 
truth, debase honor and ignore moral law, we are then entering a period 
of grave danger, we are on the path to disintegration and tyranny. And 
the threat of tyranny from within is always more dangerous than the 
threat of tyrants from without. 


OLITICS VS. THE NATIONAL WELFARE: It is for these reasons 
that political bigotry which disregards truth and acts without honor 
presents more threat to our democracy these days than communism. 

During the presidential campaign last fall, Between The Lines, in 
its task of non-partisan reporting and forecasting, explained that if Eis- 
enhower were elected, in all conscience he would have to take a 
course contrary to the political platform and oratory of the rabid, 
right-wing of the GOP which was to a great extent dictating the GOP 
policies. President Eisenhower is now battling for his political life against 
the pressures of these powerful extreme GOP reactionaries who, in 
common with the extreme left-wing, have demonstrated that they will 
sacrifice the country’s welfare at any time to make a political gain. Eisen- 
hower does have the support of the many GOP moderates, but the GOP 
moderates, although quite numerous, have been unable to gain control 
of Congress or get the megaphone of the party voice away from the 
strong reactionary wing. 

YALTA AND POTSDAM: The President’s determination to 
formulate the Treaty Resolution denouncing the Soviet’s perversion of the 
Yalta, Teheran and Potsdam agreements has brought into full light the 
real nature of this controversy between the Republican president and the 
entrenched GOP reactionaries. The President’s aim has been to use this 
Treaty Resolution as a propaganda weapon against the Soviet by empha- 
sizing how the U. S. has endeavored through these treaties to aid the 
smaller nations while Russia has undermined all such efforts that Moscow 
might further extend the Red dictatorship. But the GOP right-wingers 
have insisted that the Treaty Resolution also denounce the Truman and 
Roosevelt Administrations as parties-in-part to the Soviet perversion of 
the treaties. Naturally the President refused to attach his name to such a 
misstatement of truth, or make a domestic political weapon of a leading 
foreign policy instrument. The narrow partisans in Washington have been 
enraged by this refusal. Moreover, for years the press and radio voices 
that are allied with the hard-shelled elements of the GOP, have gone 
all-out to make it appear that it was Roosevelt and Truman who put 
something over on the free world in the Yalta and Potsdam treaties, — 
rather than the Russians!

Immortal Gandhi 


While most of the world devotes 
its attention to the preparation for 
war, in New Delhi, India, an inter- 
national seminar was held recently 
to study the philosophy of the late 
Mahatma Gandhi as related to 
Communist teachings in the pres- 
ent crisis. Attending this seminar 
were some of the greatest religious 
and cultural leaders of the world, 
including Lord Boyd Orr of Brit- 
ain and Dr. Ralph J. Bunche of the 
United States, both of whom are 
Nobel prize winners; Pastor Martin 
Niemoeller of Germany, and many 
other figures of world renown. 
These great minds, believing the 
world to be locked in a stalemate 
that can never be broken by mili- 
tary or diplomatic means, surveyed 
the teachings of Gandhi and the 
remarkable achievements that were 
obtained for India through Gand- 
hi’s influence. 

Reduced to its simplest terms, 
the great Indian leader advocated: 
(1) restraint from retaliation by a 
victorious power in war; (2) non- 
violent resistance to aggression or 
to a conqueror at the cost of being 
killed rather than killing; (3) an 
open, honest diplomacy between 
nations without the military pres- 
sures that create fear, tensions and 
hatreds. The heart of this philoso- 
phy is that if we resist our enemy 
with guns, then bloodshed and 
death follow inevitably, but if one 
refuses to resist an enemy by vio- 
lence, the enemy may slaughter 
some in attempts to assert his pow- 
er, but infinitely less bloodshed and 
destruction will result — where 
armed resistance is not lifted to the 
conqueror. Then immediately upon 
this nonresistance, Gandhi instruct- 
ed his followers to devote them- 
selves to nonviolent passive resist- 
ance so that the conqueror could 
not exploit the conquered. Gand- 
hi’s advices were based upon the 
tenet that the conqueror cannot en- 


dure unless he can make his con-

he universe are being greatly 
enlarged as a result of observations 
through the more powerful tele-

scopes that are now available for 
astronomical studies. We are now 
able to see two thousand million 
lscht-vears into space — many 


times further than formerly. Studies 
concerned with the relative bright- 
ness of the stars have caused scien- 
tists to estimate that every measure- 
ment that man has made of the uni- 
verse has been far too conservative, 
that everything is on a much larger 
cale. For instance, the Milky Way 
system is no longer considered the 
largest galaxy; millions of other 
such clusters, heretofore unobserv- 
ed, have been discovered, each con- 
taining hundreds of millions of in- 
dividual stars spreading over vast 
areas, many of these galaxies much 
larger than the Milky Way. It is 
now believed that the universe is 
expanding at a slower rate than 
past estimates indicated and is 
twice as old as was previously es- 
timated. 

Dr. Harlow Shapley of Harvard 
University. one of the world’s lead- 


ng astronomers and mathemati- 
cians. has finished a series of stud- 
ies of the estimated measurements 


of the universe which have contrib- 
uted much to these changed con- 
ceptions. 
In addition, such men as Dr. 
Harold C. Urey, Nobel prize win- 
atomic scientist, have express- 
ed the conviction that, instead of 
our earth’s being the only planet 
that is inhabited, there are hun- 
dreds of millions of other planets 
that might, at one time or another, 
have sustained life. In their study of 
the chemistry of the stars made evi- 
dent by examination of their light 
heams, astro-chemists are convinc- 
ed that many heavenly bodies have

at one time, or are now, going 
through such chemical evolutions 
as have produced and maintained 
life on this earth. Moreover, the 
irth may some day become envel- 
oped in poisonous gases and life- 
destroying temperatures, as is now 
the case with millions of planets 
which are incapable of supporting

HAT HAPPENED AT YALTA: Here is the briefest possible out- 

line of the facts concerning the Yalta, Teheran, Potsdam agree- 
ments as related to this controversy and as history will record them: 
These were not treaties wilfully kept secret from the American public by 
a scheming Roosevelt or Truman. They were military agreements of nec- 
essity secret in nature, entered upon by the commanders-in-chief of par- 
ticipating powers during a war. It is true that the Democratic party lead- 
ers prolonged the secrecy of these treaties unnecessarily and unfairly since 
the war, to protect themselves politically when subsequent events render- 
ed these treaties meaningless and valueless. But at the time these treaties 
were made, the American high command — which included such figures 
as Gen. MacArthur and Gen. Wedemeyer who now support the right- 
wing Republican view — was convinced that Japan might fight on for 
many months after the German surrender. Here again the White House 
and the chiefs-of-staff were at fault in that their military intelligence was 
woefully inadequate and they were blind to the fact that the war could be 
won by psychological means. But at the time Roosevelt was urged on 
every side, by Republicans and Democrats alike, to do all possible to win 
from Russia a guarantee to come in against Japan as soon as the Nazis 
had surrendered. 

At this point, China’s relationship to Russia had to be clarified. 
The GOP right-wing would have the country believe that China was “sold 
down the river” by the Roosevelt negotiations. The facts reveal this to be 
untrue. Walter Lippman (N. Y. Herald Tribune, Feb. 23), the Alsop 
brothers (N. Y. Herald Tribune, Feb. 25), the Washington Post (Feb. 
25), Arthur Krock (N. Y. Times, Feb. 27) — all noted authoritative and 
conservative writers — have recently given brief impartial analyses of 
these treaties, and have concluded that, instead of “selling China down 
the river,” Stalin promised to come to the support of the Nationalist 
Chiang regime in China as soon as the Japanese had surrendered, which 
delighted Chiang Kai-shek representatives. The Alsop brothers, in their 
columns, reviewed Stalin’s efforts to persuade the Chinese Communists 
to make an agreement with Chiang for a coalition government, for at the 
time Stalin believed the Red Chinese forces were still weak and inade- 
quate. Chiang welcomed Stalin’s support, at the time, for he still feared 
Japan more than the Reds, and it was only when Mao Tse-tung began his 
great drive — with far more resourcefulness than Moscow, Washington 
or Chiang had anticipated — that Chiang began to denounce the treaty 
agreement which he had welcomed, Only then did the GOP leaders here 
begin to talk about China’s betrayal. 


WHAT REALLY HAPPENED, as some of these authoritative 
writers have pointed out: China Reds suddenly discovered that the great 
mass of the impoverished Chinese people, disillusioned by the corrupt 
and disintegrating Chiang regime, were wide open to the Communist “re- 
form” movement, in which guise the Reds had so far presented them- 
selves. Mao Tze-tung promptly made his drive for power and the whole 
situation was reversed. It was this combination, the disintegration of the 
Chiang regime, the unexpected response of the Chinese people to the 
Communist advance and the quick switch Stalin naturally made from 
support of Chiang Kai-shek to support of the Chinese Reds that com- 
pletely altered the situation — rather than any inside manipulations of 
left-wingers in the State Department. 


In the light of today’s developments, such State Department offi- 
cials and advisors as John Carter Vincent, John Service, Owen Lattimore 
and others did err in their belief that the Chinese Communist movement 
would be more of a reform movement than a Marxist revolution and 
that it was inconceivable that China would become subject to Russian 
domination. On the other hand, there are many reliable observers who 
believe that if the U. S. had not fallen into the military extremism and 
political hysteria which, for instance, got us into the Korean war, China 
would today have remained quite independent of Russia. The plain indis- 
putable truth is that the whole U. S. political and military mind — Dem- 
ocrats and Republicans alike — made devastating miscalculations in the 
above situations, and one of the most sordid chapters in American his- 
tory will focus on the way politicians have cowardly tried to unload all 
the guilt on a few State Department officials who happened to be caught 
in the midst of the vortex. 


OLITICS AND TAXES: Another contest between the White House 
and the GOP extremists concerns the Federal budget and tax reduc- 

tion proposals. Again the GOP campaign platform promises, to which 
Eisenhower was forced to subscribe, simply cannot be squared with what 
Eisenhower considers the realities of the hour. The campaign oratory 
centered on the extravagance and wastefulness of the Truman Adminis- 
tration, and Eisenhower as a campaigner admittedly played up that line 
also. But Eisenhower as President has made it clear to Congress that the

international situation is such that no impressive economies can be under- 
taken at the present time, nor can taxes be reduced without danger to 
the national security and economy. Eisenhower flatly told the Congress 
that if the budget could have been balanced under present conditions, it 
would have been done a long time ago. Eisenhower is aware of the wast- 
age in military spending, but as a military man his point is, “We'll cut 
the waste and use it for more defense materials.” And nothing gagged 
the GOP right-wingers more than for the Republican President to say 
frankly that if the budget could have been reduced, Truman would have 
done it a long time ago! 

Again the question is — will the conservative wing of the GOP, 
which dominates Congress, run the country, or will a Republican Presi- 
dent, who is liberal in some vital policies, conservative in others and al- 
together seems to tend personally towards the middle of the road, wield 
the balance of power? 


OLITICS VS. STATE DEPARTMENT: The disastrous tumult in 

the affairs of the State Department is a part of this same picture. 
Naturally Mr. Dulles, the new Secretary of State, could not carry out a 
renovation of the department with its 40,000 employees in thirty days. 
In such a large and intricate organization and under the slipshod man- 
agement policies of the Truman regime, there have accumulated a few 
Reds, a few pinks and the usual assortment of misfits and blunderers. 
But these are a very small minority among thousands of able, dedicated 
men and women. 

BUT SEN. JOE McCARTHY, grasping any opportunity to keep 
his name in the headlines as America’s foremost political horsefly, seized 
the opportunity of getting ahead of Mr. Dulles in reforming the State 
Department for whatever political advantages he can garner for himself 
and the hard-shell elements of the GOP. As usual McCarthy’s antics 
and words are filled with misrepresentations, exaggerations and deliberate 
falsehoods. Everything he has brought out was already known to Mr. 
Dulles and his new State Department officials and would have been dealt 
with under the orderly processes of law with justice and fair play. 


McCarthy and his cohorts in the press and radio have made 
a big play about the Voice of America’s use of materials drawn 
from Communist authors and non-Communist left-wing writers. 
McCarthy is either mentally or morally incapable of distinguishing 
between a Communist and a non-Communist Socialist, ignoring the 
fact that the most dynamic opponents of communism in Europe and 
Asia, and the most hated and feared by Moscow, are the non-Commu- 


nist Socialist voices. The N. Y. Times, on Feb. 26, issued a report by

Cross And Sword 

A changed attitude towards 
America is evidenced in the resist- 
ance of Japanese communities to- 
wards the locating of American 
training bases in their immediate 
vicinity. With the maintenance of 
American military power in Japan 
it has been necessary to secure the 
permission of Japanese provincial 
leaders for the locating of Ameri- 
can training bases in certain areas. 
Strong resistance has arisen among 
the Japanese because of the in- 
crease in drunkenness, sex delin- 
quency and the general influx of 
gambling and prostitution wherever 
the military forces are stationed. 
Although the official American oc- 
cupation has ended, American mil- 
itary occupation continues with 
problems that neither the American 
nor Japanese leaders have solved. 

SINCE THE OFFICIAL END 
of the American military occupa- 
tion, missionaries and others report 
that the enthusiasm that seemed 
to characterize the post-war Japan- 
ese attitude toward Christianity 
have now been replaced by the 
growing tendency for the Japanese 
people to drift back to their former 
spiritual and cultural associations. 

During the early days of the Oc- 
cupation, millions of Japanese were 
motivated to attend Christian serv- 
ices by their desire to capitalize on 
the goodwill of the conqueror, so 
they could get a better job, or learn 
English, or perhaps get a chance to 
zo to America. Some of the preach- 
ing missions in Japan, led by visit- 
ing American pastors and Christian 
workers, were greeted with waves 
of popular response, but this inter- 
est soon waned when the Occupa- 
tion prepared to move out. Few 
such crowds are now found around 
the churches or Christian centers, 
but those who now go to the 
churches are sincerely interested. 
Also by this time the multiple re- 
sentment over the behavior of 
many of America’s adolescents in 
uniform has had its full reaction 
against the Christian church. In- 
vading armies never behave well, 
and efforts of many of our Christ- 
ian mission groups, especially the 
evangelistic leaders who stormed 
Japan with the cross emblazoned 
on the uniform and banners of the 
conqueror, have left a bad taste in 
the mouths of the more discrimi- 
nating and influential Japanese. 

Another thing that has brought 
a decrease in interest in Christian- 
ity has been the fact that so many 
Japanese pastors are not sufficient- 
ly trained to meet the demands of 
such a chaotic hour of transition. 
Most of them have gone directly to 
their pulpits from school and have 
not had enough experience in the 
political and social problems that 
now beset their people to minister 
effectively (a complaint that could 


be voiced elsewhere). As one mis-

sionary observer has put it, “What 
seemed like Christianity’s greatest 
hour in Japan is now played out, 
and our mission program must now 
recapture some solid ground among 
the Japanese intellectual, industrial 
and political leadership, or we will 
look back and see that by our fail- 
ure and by the disillusionment we 
have caused, we have opened the 
doors to non-Christian forces.” 

Japanese Christian churches are 
still well attended, often crowded. 
and very effective work is still be- 
ing done, but it is in the more quiet 
determined way that has always 
characterized the true missionary 
effort, rather than the spiritual 
barnstorming that came along with 
the Occupation. 





Death and Profits 

Strong words are being used in 
some quarters about the exploita- 
tion of countless American families 
in hours of grief by commercial 
undertakers. Even such popular 
publications as Colliers Magazine 
have recently charged that the bur- 
ial industry has become, in thou- 
sands of American communities, 
an institution of “greed, super- 
salesmanship, high-pressure public- 
ity methods, and _ out-and-out 
fraud.” While there are morticians 
in many communities who honestly 
seek to serve the bereaved families 
on a fair and honest basis, yet 
surveys have shown that the aver- 
age funeral — regardless of the 
family’s circumstances—costs $800 
or more. The same funeral could 
have been provided with all the 
care and attention required for half 
of this cost or less, according to 
such authorities as W. W. Cham- 
bers, owner of the largest under- 
taking business in Washington, 
D. C. Says Mr. Chambers, “A big 
elephant could be completely em- 
balmed for $1.50, while embalming 
is usually billed to the bereaved 
family for $6 to $35... on a $225 
funeral I make $95 profit.” 

Labor unions, especially, have 
become concerned by this problem 
because so many families suffering 
bereavement from industrial acci- 
dents have been heartlessly exploit- 
ed by the undertakers. When 111 
men died in the Centralia, Ill., mine 
disaster, the average funeral 
charge was $732, which was about 
double what other undertakers, 
willing to cooperate with the union, 
said was necessary to provide a 
fitting and reverent service with a 
reasonable profit for the mortician. 
Americans are spending $750,000.- 
000 annually to bury their dead, 
which is about $200,000,000 more 
than they spend on hospital care, 
according to the CIO researchers. 
Some of the unions are urging the

Harry Schwartz, one of America’s leading authorities on Soviet Russia, 
on the use of so-called Communist data which McCarthy has “exposed” 
and forced to be eliminated, but which constitutes the most effective 
broadcast material the Voice of America has used against the Reds. Our 
allies in Europe have reported to Washington that the use of materials 
prepared by anti-Stalin leftist writers have had devastating effects be- 
hind the Iron Curtain. Nothing can undermine the Soviet dictatorship 
more than turning orthodox Marxists against Stalin. But all this is appar- 
ently beyond the grasp of McCarthy and his colleagues. 

Dispatches published in the N. Y. press, also on Feb. 26, reported 
the confusion and consternation existing in European centers over the 
prevailing impression that Washington officials are living under a kind 
of political terror not unlike that which Europe experienced in the recent 
past. The most conservative European leaders, who are battling Com- 
munist infiltration, recognize in McCarthy the familiar Hitlerian tactics, 
the distortion of truth, the big lie, oft and loudly repeated, and fear, 
fashioned into political weapons. But again the GOP cliques, who sup- 
port McCarthy and the allied press and radio voices, have no concern for 
these great losses to American prestige and leadership in the cold war if 
they can win political advantage by their dishonest tactics. 

What should also be important to the Christian lay mind is that 
the formula of the McCarthy-McCarran Bund is to treat with utmost re- 
spect anyone who has betrayed the U. S. by treasonable acts but who has 
recanted and become a strong reactionary (and joined the Catholic 
Church). But if another ex-Communist, who has repented of his Marxist 
sins, happens to be a progressively-minded citizen and a Protestant, he 
is never to be accepted as a bona fide witness or be treated with respect 
— but rather is to be smeared and accused on every occasion. As report- 
ed by all Protestant leaders living in Italy, Spain or Latin America, it is 
now the hierarchy’s policy to label Protestants as communistic and 
subversive. We speak freely of this because many progressive Cath- 
olics have excoriated the McCarthy Bund for this very technique. (See 
BTL, Feb. 1). The threat of the Red Soviet dictatorship is 7,000 


miles away. This threat of a black dictatorship is now arrogantly operative 
in the heart of our political system. 

FORTUNATELY. there is some evidence that Eisenhower and 
Dulles are maneuvering into position to curb McCarthy and undermine 


his political position. Eisenhower and Dulles have given ground, let out 
more rope to the Wisconsin buckeroo on several occasions, incidents play- 
ed up by the pro-McCarthy press as “vindications of McCarthy” but the 
lengthened rope may entangle him, hobble him so that he can later buck 
away within the harmless confines of a tighter political corral. 

THE LEGEND that McCarthy is politically powerful is based 
upon congressional cowardice and a political fallacy. McCarthy’s po- 
litical support is to a great extent in the rural Catholic vote of his state 
and the Catholic vote he has tried to whip up in such strong Catholic cen- 
ters as Maryland and Connecticut where his influence was effectively felt 
in past elections. However, Eisenhower has the whip hand politically, for 
in McCarthy’s own home state of Wisconsin, Eisenhower’s percentage of 
the votes was 61 per cent as against McCarthy’s 54 per cent. This is also 
true of practically all the right-wing GOP-ers who are now lashing at 
Eisenhower, for his lead well exceeds the voter support of his antagonists 
in the Senate. So when it comes to the political showdown which most 
political forecasters are anticipating, Eisenhower will handle himself and 
his opponents adequately.

ough research job on McCarthy’s sordid record of flagrant lies, deception 
and misrepresentation. See also McCarthy Vs. the State Department by 
Hornell Hart (Duke University, Durham, N. C., 1952) which impartially 
reviews the facts about McCarthy’s charges against the State Department 
and offers the evidence that “The notable elimination of Communists 
from the State Department was all achieved before McCarthy started his 
campaign, and McCarthy has offered no valid evidence for believing that 
any of the State Department employees whom he has accused is a Com- 
munist.” Time Magazine (Oct. 22, 51, also July 7, °52) stated that 
McCarthy’s charges had brought down many innocent people but felled 
not a single Communist. 

WHAT YOU CAN DO: Write to the President, to Secretary 
Dulles and to Senator Taft, stating clearly and briefly your views about 
McCarthyism and urging them to oppose such un-American tactics. If 
you are a Republican, write also to your local Republican chairman and 
to your congressman and senators.
